Book 1 - FUNDAMENTALS: 


Section 1: What do | know? 

1.1 - | don't know why, but | acted dogmatically and upon intuition. 

1.2 - | don't know why, but that changed, and | realised that there is a me because | am having 
experiences. 

1.3 - | know that | think because that’s how | became conscious of myself. 

1.4 - | know | am aware of my actions because thinking is an action. 


Section 2: What should | do? 

2.1 - | need to decide the actions | do because | am conscious of the actions | choose to do. 

2.2 - | can only make decisions based on my understanding because | can only experience phenomena, 
not the noumenal. 

2.3 - | find understanding by experiencing qualia and identifying them with concepts | place because this 
differentiates phenomena. 

2.4 - An effort should be made to store phenomena when possible because | don't know if | will 
remember them. 


Section 3: What will that mean? 

3.1 - Being moral means to store phenomena if it is to learn what's right because | don't know if | will 
store all phenomena. 

3.2 - | don't class being moral as objectively good for three reasons. 

3.21 - | may never reach the truth about what's moral because there may be unending phenomena to 
store. 

3.22 - What | believe is right will always change because | learn more things. 

3.23 - | don't know that | will always exist. | should avoid a permanent lack of existence because it would 
prevent me from finding what's right. 

3.3 - | should prioritise being moral because following my inclinations could be reprehensible and 
dangerous. 

3.4 - If a judgement is correctly reasoned then it's called logical because | want to communicate that 
idea to myself to remember. 


Section 4: How do | start? 

4.1 - Judgments | make are likely to be logical through this method. 

4.2 - | need to pick a question because | need to know what | am trying to know. 

4.3 - | need to observe the thing I'm questioning so | have gathered some information. 

4.4 - Based on the information | should make a hypothesis using my rationale. 

4.5 - To know if my rationale is correct, | should test the hypothesis through an experiment. 
4.6 - If the experiment is successful, | repeat the test to account for anomalies. 

4.7 - All factors should be accounted for in subsequent tests to reach logical conclusions. 
4.8 - The information gained can be evidence for future questions. 


4.9 - Judgments should be made in order of how fundamental they are so that previous conclusions can 
help answer more complex questions. 


Section 5: How will it end? 

5.1 - | may never be certain of anything because reason and reality as we perceive it are synthetic. 

5.2 - However, | should still believe in ideas if they are reasonable because it is the only way | can come 
closer to being correct. 

5.3 - If | learn more, | come closer to God because if | know everything, there is nothing left to explain. 
5.4 - If there is any unknown whilst | still know everything in the phenomenal world, that must mean a 
transcendent creator created it. 

5.5 - If all is known and there is no God then the final phenomena experienced should be the permanent 
lack of experience because there's no need to avoid it - everything else has already been experienced.
